fair, who ſent ſome of his truſty friends, to epquire 


what theſe men were, So they were brought before 
them and aſked, Whence they came? Whither they 
went, and what they aid there in ſuch an unuſual 

garb? The men anſwered, © lnat they-were ſtran— 


gers and pilgrims in the world; that they were 
going to their oon country; and that they had 
given no occahon to» the men of the town thus to 


abuſe and flop them in their journey,” But the 
; | examiners 


ache 
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examiners faid, © Either they were ſtark mad, or 
that they came on purpole to. put all things into 
confuſion,” Therefore they took them, and be- 
{ſmeared them with dirt, and then put them into 
the Cage, to be a ſpeRacle to all. But the men 
being patient, and not rendering railing for rail- 
ipg; but, contrarywile, bleſſing, ſome leſs preju- 
diced men began to check the baſer lort, for their 
continual abuſes to them, Theſe flew at them 
again, telling them they were as bad as the men in 
the Cage, and ought to be put with them. The 
Others replied, 6 That, for ought they could ſee, 
the men meant nobody no harm; and that there 
Were many in the fair who deſerved to be puniſhed: 
more than thoſe they thus avuled.” After many 
words, they fell to blows S among themſelves. Then 
were theſe two examined again, and charged with 
being the authors of all this milchief, So they beat 
them, and led them in chains up and down the 
fair, for a terror to others, leſt they ſhould again 
ſpeak in their behalf, But Chriſtian and Faithful 
behaved yet more wiſely, and received all the con— 
tempt '1 hat was put upon them with ſuch meekneſs, 
that it won io their ſide ſeveral of the men in the: 
fair, This put the others into a ſtill greater rage, 
ſo they concluded upon their death. Mean while: 
they iemanded them to the Cage, and made their 
feet fait in the ſtocks, 

WMhen a convenient time was come, ibey were 
brought forth, and arraigned, The Judge's name

Here 0 >fore 
they walked with great delight; they drank alſo of 
the water of the river, which was enlivening to 
their weary ſpitits.

Others, IJ underſtand, have been taken 
by him as well as we; and yet have eſcaped outof 
his hands: who knows but God may fliike him 


with death? Or that ſometime he may forget to 


lock us in? For my part, I am reſolved tc take 


heart, and to try the utmoſt to get from under his 


hand. However let us endure awhile. The time 


of releaſe may come: and if not, whatever, Gud 
ermits, let us be not our own murderers, 

Toward evening the giant came again, to ſee if 
his priſoners had taken his counſel, But finding 
them alive, he ſell into a grievous rage, and told 
them, ſince they would not obey him, it ſhould be 
far worſe with them than if they had never been 
born.

That night about midnight, they began to pray, 
and continued in prayer till near break of day. 
Now, a little before it was day, Chriſtzan, as in 
amaze, broke out, © What a fool am I to continue 
in this noiſome dungeon, when I may as well walk 
at liberty? I have a key in my boſom, called 
Promife, that will, I am perſuaded, open any lock 
in Doubting Caſtle.” © That, ſaid Hopeful, is good 
news indeed; pluck it out of thy boſom and try.“ 
Then Chriſtian tried at the dungeon door, whoſe 
bolt, (as he turned he key) gave back, and the 
door flew open with eaſe. They went next to the 
outward door that leads into the caſtle-yard, and, 
with this key, eaſily opened that door alſo, The 
iron gate was next; but that lock went very hard. 
Yet in awhile the key did open it: ſo they ſtopped 
not till they came to the king's highway, where
